Don’t be afraid to call the fire 
department if the fire is in any 
danger of getting out of control. | 
Many field fires that have gotten 
out of hand have burned out whole 
sections of communities. Always 
have your fire department num- 


ber posted near your telephone; if 
there is a fire alarm box — know 
where it is and how to work it. 

If you must burn a pile of trash 
outdoors, have a cleared strip of 
earth around the pile. The same 
advice applies to wire and sheet 
metal trash burners. Don’t try to 
burn too much at one time. Have 
a few pails of water ready and a 
rake or wet broom. Soak embers 
with water; stir to be sure all 
embers are wet. Capricious wind 
can fan up embers that are seem- 
ingly dead. ‘‘Make sure that all 
fires are thoroughly out before 
you leave.’’

Amend Betterment Assessments 


Betterment assessments are a real — not a fancied — 
problem for many property owners in this town. 

When town meeting adopted the betterment act, it said 
the Board of Public Works shall assess the betterments. 
The law does not say ‘‘may’’. Thus, every time water ex- 
tensions are finished, all property owners receive bills 
based on the frontage they own along the street. For 
some, the 
along the street, are thankful for water bacause they wish 


payment is nominal. Others, who own land 


to develop the area. 

But there are always a few who are badly hurt by the 
betterment assessment. 

Some receive bills for »10UU and up — and already have 
town water from another street. Others happen to own 
large lots. They welcome the town water, but can’t afford 
the tremendous amount charged for its installation. 

Yet the Board has no authority to reduce the assess- 
ment or take it off altogether, for the town has said it 
“shall” 


given on a few feet of frontage, in cases where a person 


be assessed. Sometimes abatements can be 


owns a corner lot and gets water already from another 
street. But even then, that person has to pay most of the 
assessment, 

There is no hardship abatement allowed. The only 
alternative to paying the bill as presented is to put it on 
a 10-year lien — paying one tenth of the bill each year 


plus interest. 


To these persons — and they perhaps are a minority of 


those affected by the assessments — some relief should 
be offered.

The BPW has no choice, it must 
assess the betterments. Whatever members personally 


feel, they are doing what the town meeting ordered done. 


We believe the town should take steps to amend the 
law, so that cases of real hardship can be handled with 
common sense. As it stands now, the betterment act is 


harsh on a few residents who deserve better treatment 


from their community. 


However, reasonable care should be taken, while amend- 


ing the law, to retain the provisions that allow better- 
ments to be assessed in most cases — for the majority of 
landowners welcome the water and are willing and able 


to pay for it. Rh
